built Ethiopia into a strong state from 
a group of semi-independent king- 
doms, had nominated Lij Yasu ns his 
successor before his death in 1913. 


Reigned Without Crown

Ynsu's ever being formally crowned, 
hut'he'todk the reigns of government. 
During his three-year rule, his in- 
clination toward Islam antagonized 
his subjects, who are proud of their 
15 centuries of Christian tradition.

cated him in 1916, and the great rases 
(chieflinns) deposed him, proclaiming 
Zaitlitu ns empress and Ras Tafari
